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EE ce SONS aE DEES 
WHAT DOES THE AIA 
DO FOR ME? 


A primary concern of many mem- 
bers centers on what benefits ac- 
crue from AIA membership at the 
national, state and local compon- 
ent level. The following is a 
brief, but by no means all inclu- 
sive, description of activities 
at the various levels: 


NATIONAL ATA 


m legislative lobbying and pol- 
icymaking with regard to issues 
that affect the practice of ar- 
chitecture at all levels of gov- 
ernment with such issues as the 
Brooks Bill (architect selection 
based on qualification rather 
than fee proposal) and the Par- 
tial Self-Insurance Trust Bill 
(deals with set-asides out of 
pre-tax income covering profes- 
sional liability insurance de- 
ductibles.) 


@ Development and distribution 
of contract documents and other 
forms which assist the architect 
in conducting his practice expe- 
ditiously, accurately and witha 
minimum amount of need for addi- 
tional attorney and accounting 
fees. 


m The distribution of the AIA 
Journal anda host of other in- 
formation manuals to both inform 
and assist the architect in his 
practice and related matters. 


@ The design and development of 
programs (such as the energy de- 
velopment program) to continually 
upgrade the quality of service we 
render our client. 


m The creation of a national 
forum which is effective in fund- 
ing the interests of architects 
on a nationwide basis. 


ITJuINOIS COUNCIL, AIA 


m Most recently ICAIA has been 
involved in the successful pas- 
sage of a Statute of Limitations 
in the State of Illinois where 
heretofore none existed. 


@ Instrumental in the passage of 
a Designated Fund Bill which will 
make the Department of Registra- 
tion and Education more respon- 
sive and ensure a minimum stand- 
ard of professionalism of archi- 
tects licensed in this state. 


@ Acts to influence and evaluate 
licensing exams for architects 
within the State of Illinois and 
assists in grading of those exams. 


æ Presently working to modify a 
bill which, if passed, would ex- 
empt design professionals from 
the Illinois Construction Work 
Act (Scaffolding Act), an onerous 
and expensive source of litiga- 
tion of architects in our state. 


@ Will undertake to rewrite the 
Illinois Architectural Act in the 
coming year to avoid infringement 
upon the rights of architects and 
to ensure a strengthened posture 
with regard to "sunsetting" the 
licensing of architects in 
Illinois. 


CHICAGO CHAPTER, ATA 


æ Provides through its committee 
structure an array of programs 
designed to appeal to the varying 
interests of its members. 


@ Develops programs and tours of 
special interest to the member- 
ship. 

m Takes positions within city 
government on issues concerning 
architects. 


m Instrumental in the initial 
development of the 1992 World's 
Fair concept. 


@ Maintains a liaison with var- 
ious city agencies such as the 
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Building Department to ensure 
fair and equitable building codes 
applied equitably throughout met- 
ropolitan Chicago. 


I make no pretense that im- 
provement cannot occur. We're 
aiming in that direction. Thus 
far this year, the Chicago Chap- 
ter sponsored approximately 50 
events of great variety, depth 
and duration.
